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SANCTUARY 

REVISITED 


An  eventful  year  has  passed  since  the 
sanctuary  at  Orange  Grove  Friends  Meeting 
was  fully  discussed  in  the  Friends  Bulletin. 
A summary  is  in  order,  since  most  loose  ends 
have  been  tied  and  a few  knots  untied.  The 
symbolic  sanctuary  started  on  December  1 8, 

I 968,  with  a special  Meeting  for  Worship  ‘'on 
the  occasion  of  the  resignation  of  these  three 
men  from  the  armed  forces.”  The  men  were 
Neil  Blanton  and  Steve  Davis  of  the  Marine 
Corps  and  Tim  Springer  of  the  Army.  The  Shore 
Patrol  and  the  Military  Police  were  invited 
and  the  Meeting  was  held  in  anticipation  of 
an  arrest  in  the  Meetinghouse  which,  in  fact, 
never  took  place. 

What  was  intended  as  a one-evening  sanc- 
tuary thus  stretched  to  March  3I,  1 969,  when 
Steve  Davis  moved  from  the  Meetinghouse  to 
Peace  House,  which  was  supported  by  individ- 
ual Friends  and  the  Resistance  and  occupied 
by  a core  group  of  fifteen  persons,  who  used 
the  house  to  provide  hospitality  to  itinerant 
AWOLs  and  visitors  and  as  a base  for  Resis- 
tance activities.  The  Peace  House  closed 
down  in  March  1 970. 

What  has  happened  to  some  of  the  persons 
whose  lives  were  touched  by  the  sanctuary? 

Neil  Blanton.  He  left  the  Meetinghouse 
on  January  1 4,  1 969,  was  arrested  in  San 
Diego  on  January  27.  Three  months  later  he 
was  given  a general  court  martial,  found 
guilty  of  desertion,  given  a bad  conduct 
discharge  and  sentenced  to  fifteen  months 
of  hard  labor  at  the  Portsmouth  (New  Hamp- 
shire) Naval  Discipline  Command.  In  March 
1 970  he  was  set  free. 

Tim  Springer.  He  was  arrested  at  the  home 
of  his  fiancee,  Monica  Case,  in  Pasadena  on 
March  6,  1 969.  He  was  found  guilty  on  two 
major  charges  at  a general  court  martial  at 
Fort  Ord  on  June  5 (a  few  days  after  being 
joined  in  marriage  to  Monica  Case  in  a Meeting 


for  Worship  at  Fort  Ord)  and  given  a dishonor- 
able discharge  but  no  further  sentence.  He  now 
works  in  a Pasadena  print  shop  and  is  making 
plans  for  the  future. 

Steve  Davis.  He  was  arrested  by  Pasa- 
dena police  on  February  1 2,  I 970,  and  taken 
to  the  Marine  Recruiting  Depot  in  San 
Diego.  He  is  awaiting  further  action  and 
reported  in  good  spirits. 

Walt  Skinner.  A draft  resister  and  a former 
AFSC  member,  he  joined  the  sanctuary  on 
January  24,  1 969.  He  was  arrested  on  a street 
in  Pasadena,  tried  and  sentenced  to  three 
years  for  refusal  of  induction.  Just  prior  to  his 
sentencing  on  May  24,  he  and  two  colleagues 
removed  Selective  Service  files  from  the  Los 
Angeles  Induction  Center  and  burned  them  in  a 
nearby  parking  lot.  For  this  act  he  was  sen- 
tenced on  August  7 to  an  additional  three 
years,  one  year  of  which  is  to  run  concurrently 
with  his  earlier  sentence. 

Dane  Hermansky.  A U.S.  Marine,  he 
declared  his  resignation  from  the  armed 
forces  at  a Meeting  for  Worship  on  February 
2I.  He  left  shortly  thereafter  for  New  York 
He  was  subsequently  arrested,  returned  to 
San  Diego,  was  given  a special  court 
martial  and  then  agreed  to  return  to  active 
duty  in  Japan. 

Ray  Brown.  Absent  without  leave  from  the 
Army  several  times,  he  asked  for  and  received 
admission  to  the  Orange  Grove  symbolic  sanc- 
tuary in  March  1 969  but  did  not  enter.  He  be- 
came fairly  widely  acquainted  among  Friends 
in  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  and  became  a mem- 
ber of  Orange  Grove  Meeting  recently.  He 
attempted  to  get  a discharge  as  a conscien- 
tious objector  but  instead  was  given  an  honor- 
able but  general  discharge  in  March  I970.

Peaceniks  evaluating  their  own  efforts  re- 
gret their  seeming  to  he  always  against 
something  instead  of  leading  toward  some 
positive  action  for  peace.  War  is  a monster 
of  so  frightful  mien,  it  seems  to  require 
eradication  before  building  the  structure 
of  peace  can  start.  Maybe  we  are  in  too 
much  of  a hurry.  War  has  been  around  for 
so  long  it  has  become  a habit;  and  fits  the 
idea  of  retribution  so  well  that  it  does  not 
die  an  easy  death  even  in  the  minds  of  some 
Quakers. 

Here  is  a positive  plan  for  peace  which 
might  take  hold  some  day  if  enough  people 
would  promote  it.  It  is  based  on  five  prem- 
ises: 1.  Peace  is  to  be  preferred  to  war, 
always.  2.  War  knows  no  limitation  in  cost 
of  blood  and  treasure.  3.  Peace  is  not  a free 
gift,  it  will  cost  mightily.  4.  The  United 
States  is  the  wealthiest,  most  powerful  na- 
tion in  history.  It  can  least  afford  war.  It 
can  give  the  most  effective  leadership  of 
any  nation  for  peace,  and  should.  5.  Guide- 
line for  what  follows  here  is  LTNESCO’S 
great  statement:  “Since  wars  begin  in  the 
minds  of  men,  it  is  in  the  minds  of  men 
that  the  foundations  of  peace  must  be  con- 
structed.” A little  school  girl’s  paraphrase 
is  equally  telling:  “I  was  walking  in  the 
mountains.  Far  above  me  I saw  sornething 
moving;  I thought  it  must  be  a wild  ani- 
mal. But  as  it  came  closer,  I saw  it  was 
not  an  animal,  but  a boy.  When  he  moved 
closer  still,  I saw  he  was  my  brother.  He 
was  trying  to  find  me.” 

The  present  proposal  is  one  that  can  be 
started  by  the  United  States  unilaterally. 
It  is  threefold: 

1.  Institute  a crash  program  to  teach  by 
most  approved  methods  an  international 
language  (perhaps  even  English)  to  every 
possible  person  in  the  world. 

2.  Promote  many  cooperative  projects  in- 
volving personal  participation  by  nationals 
especially  of  potential  “enemies.”  Projects 
for  the  benefit  of  mankind;  our  moon  ex- 
ploration was  a splendid  opportunity 
missed,  to  enlist  the  help  of  Russia.  There 
is  vast  poverty  and  ignorance  in  the  world 
that  more  fortunate  nations  could  work  to- 
gether on,  as  is  done  to  an  extent  by 
agencies  of  the  United  Nations.  The  only 
limit  to  these  possibilities  is  our  own  stu- 
pidity in  not  pushing  them. 

3.  Subsidize  the  international  carriers, 
air  and  steamship  lines,  on  condition  that 
they  carry  world  travellers  hither  and  yon 
for  mere  peanuts.  Make  it  easy  for  people 


of  all  nations  to  meet  each  other  in  their 
own  environment.  It  is  mostly  the  unknown 
that  frightens  us. 

Let  some  round  figures  suffice  to  illustrate 
what  could  be  done  under  this  plan  if 
adopted: Take  just  half  of  a recent  military 
budget  of  80  billion  dollars  and  subsidize 
for  $1000  each  as  many  Americans  for  trips 
to  Europe  as  that  money  would  buy;  how 
many  could  go?  Answer:  40  million,  which 
is  one  American  in  every  five.  There 
wouldn’t  be  enough  takers  in  the  country. 
So  let’s  use  half  the  sum  to  bring  an  equal 
number  of  Russians  to  America.  Might  this 
not  tend  to  make  war  with  Russia  as  im- 
probable as  it  has  long  been  with  Great 
Britain? 

John  Kennedy  was  fond  of  telling  this 
story:  French  Marshal  Lyautey  in  old  age 
was  planning  a beautiful  garden  for  his 
home.  His  gardener  raised  an  objection: 
one  of  the  trees  planned  would  require  two 
generations  to  reach  full  beauty  and  ma- 
turity. “Then,”  thundered  the  Marshal, 
“plant  that  tree  this  morning.”

THE  BURROWING  OWL 

Several  years  ago  we  saw  in  an  aban- 
doned airport  in  Oakland  so  many  burrow- 
ing owls  there  seemed  to  be  one  on  every 
hillock.  Although  this  owl  is  only  the  size 
of  a robin,  his  upright  stance  and  long  legs 
make  him  appear  larger.  We  never  forgot 
the  owls  gazing  at  us  like  an  inquisitive 
family  of  prairie  dogs. 

One  burrowing  owl  alone  gives  a different 
impression.  We  frequently  go  to  see  the 
stilts  who  are  always  to  be  found  near  the 
Dumbarton  Bridge.  Just  south  of  the  bridge 
a dike  looks  out  on  a shallow  water  on  one 
side  and  a weedy  swamp  on  the  other.  On 
a bright  February  morning  a multitude  of 
killdeer  attracted  brief  attention  with  cries 
of  kild-e-e-e.  Then  we  saw  on  a fence  post 
beyond  the  killdeer  a little  striped  face,  a 
white  stripe  above  the  eyes  and  a dark 
stripe  below  the  beak,  and  bright  round 
eyes  staring  at  us.  We  stared  back  at  the 
burrowing  owl.  Except  for  the  owl’s  occa- 
sional bob  made  by  a quick  bend  of  the 
legs,  our  mutual  inspection  was  unmoving. 

Finally  we  turned  away  to  watch  the 
stilts  and  other  shore  birds  in  the  bay.  When 
we  looked  back,  we  were  startled  to  see  a 
little  brown  figure  bobbing  up  and  down 
just  a few  yards  away  on  the  path,  his 
golden  eye  looking  up  at  us  with  friendly 
interest.  The  watchers  smiled,  bemused  to 
find  themselves  the  watched.

FROM  THE  MINUTES  OF 
THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  Executive  Committee  of  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  met  in  San  Francisco  Friends  Meet- 
inghouse on  March  14.  The  following  summary 
reflects  the  Minutes  approved: 

New  appointment  to  Nominating  Committee; 
After  Yearly  Meeting  closed,  Lois  Bailey,  San 
Fernando,  was  asked  to  serve  on  the  Nomina- 
ting Committee  in  place  of  Miriam  von  Seggern, 
who  was  unable  to  work  for  the  committee.  This 
action  was  approved  by  Executive  Committee. 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  Name  Nominating 
Committee.  It  was  agreed  that  the  ad  hoc  comm- 
ittee should  be  appointed  at  Executive  Comm- 
ittee meeting  and  make  its  recommendations  to 
the  third  session  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Repre- 
sentative Committee.  Crystalle  Davis,  Willa- 
mette; Marian  Hoge,  Albuquerque,  Esther 
Morgan,  and  Catherine  Brunner,  Delta,  were 
appointed  to  serve  on  the  ad  hoc  committee 
with  Marian  Hoge  as  convenor. 

Friends  Schools  Committee:  Mio  Polifroni 

wi  II  take  responsibi  lity  for  the  Friends  Schools 
Conference  this  summer.  She  will  chair  the 
conference  and  report  to  PYM.  The  committee 
was  able  to  be  of  assistance  to  the  John  Wool- 
man  School  and  Grass  Valley  Meeting  at  the 
time  of  the  resignation  of  the  Blickenstaffs.  A 
conference  was  called  by  the  Schools  Committ- 
ee in  Minneapolis,  attended  by  Friends  School 
principals  and  others,  with  the  concern  being 
“how  to  be  a Friend  in  our  time.”  They  des- 
cribed the  school  situation  as  a loving  exper- 
ience wherein  the  work  and  the  studying  are 
the  tools.  They  recognized  that  when  a person 
or  group  takes  responsibility  for  someone 
else’s  life,  that  person  or  group  is  setting  up 
moral  patterns.  They  realized  that  they  did  not 
have  answers  to  the  problems  of  changing 
moral  patterns  but  felt  they  were  finding  direc- 
tions. They  felt  the  need  to  meet  more  often 
and  wi  1 1 be  asking  PYM  to  help  thi s take  place. 
They  are  looking  forward  to  further  intervis- 
itation between  schools,  the  Schools  Comm- 
ittee and  Monthly  Meetings.  The  committee 
in  consulattion  with  PYM  Nominating  Comm- 
ittee and  JYM  Nominating  Committee  are  to 
appoint  a sub-committee  to  assist  the  Junior 
Friends  advisors.  Executive  Committee  ex- 
pressed appreciation  for  the  devoted  service 
of  Bob  and  Marilyn  Heilman,  Junior  Friends 
advisors,  and  recognized  the  difficulties  which 
their  responsibilities  entail. 

Brent  Howell,  Editor  of  the  Bulletin,  asked 
that  reports  from  committees  be  sent  as  soon 
as  possible.  A deadline  of  the  15th  of  the 
month  prior  to  the  month  of  publication  is  in 
effect.  Executive  Committee  reaffirmed  that  it 
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is  the  responsibility  of  the  Editor  to  use  his 
editorial  judgment  in  all  material  published, 
even  though  the  Bulletin  is  a vehicle  for  pub- 
lishing both  official  reports  and  the  more 
general  items  of  news  and  opinion.  Peggy 
Spear  is  the  new  chairman  of  the  Bulletin 
Committee. 

Discipline  Committee:  The  committee  met 
in  December  at  Palo  Alto.  They  have  asked 
Monthly  Meetings  to  get  their  suggestions  for 
revision  of  the  Discipline  to  the  committee  by 
April  I5.  They  are  asking  Friends  to  examine 
in  particular  those  parts  of  the  Discipline 
dealing  with  Membership,  Peace,  Social  Con- 
cerns and  the  Queries.  They  hope  to  meet  as  a 
committee  in  May  1 970  to  go  over  the  sugg- 
estions they  receive  and  then  to  prepare  a 
draft  of  revisions.  These  will  be  made  ready 
for  distribution  at  1 970  Yearly  Meeting  for 
discussion  and  study  during  the  fall  and  win- 
ter. By  March  I , I97I , all  comments  should  be 
sent  to  the  committee  so  it  can  prepare  its 
report  to  the  Executive  Committee,  with  the 
intention  of  publishing  the  revised  Discipline 
in  June  I97I  . It  was  suggested  that  in  addition 
to  the  general  distribution  of  their  draft  of 
revisions  at  PYM  in  I970,  the  Monthly  Meeting 
representatives  be  given  a copy  to  take  back 
to  their  Meetings. 

Education  Committee  has  been  sending  the 
Education  Committee  Library  around  to  Monthly 
Meetings.  The  committee  sent  Norman  and 
Leanna  Goerlich  to  Pendle  Hill  to  the  David 
Mace  Conference.  Upon  their  return,  they  held 
a retreat  in  Northern  California  to  help  others 
to  hold  retreats.  The  committee  is  also  planning 
a retreat  for  young  single  people  to  study  the 
expectations  of  human  relationships,  including 
marriage. 

Finance  Committee  reported  that  the  PYM 
books  of  account  have  been  audited  by  Stanley 
Cobb,  public  accountant.  He  reported  the 
books  are  in  order  but  questioned  the  choice 
of  bank  and  savings  association  on  social 
grounds  as  well  as  the  size  of  the  PYM  re- 
serves and  suggested  that  fees  for  the  Yearly 
Meeting  or  the  per  capita  assessments  be 
reduced.  The  Finance  Committee  chairman 
stated  that  the  committee  does  not  feel  in 
agreement  with  the  suggestions  of  the  auditor 
and  that  the  treasurer  is  easy  about  the  social 
responsibility  of  its  financial  services. 

Executive  Committee  agreed  that  travel 
payments  to  Yearly  Meeting  and  Executive 
Committee  meetings  by  designated  officers, 
chairmen  and  representatives  be  reimbursed  on 
the  basis  of  actual  costs,  rather  than  on  the 
mileage  basis  as  detailed  in  I969  Yearly 
Meeting  Minute  No.  I3.  This  decision  applies 
to  the  current  session  of  Executive  Committee. 


Peace  Committee:  The  committee’s  re- 

commendation that  the  PYM  Vietnam  Aid 
account  be  closed,  that  the  balance  in  the 
account  be  made  over  to  the  AFSC  and  that 
Friends  be  encouraged  to  send  their  contri- 
butions to  AFSC  or  the  Canadian  Service 
Committee  was  approved  by  Executive  Comm- 
ittee. The  Peace  Committee  proposed  that  the 
theme  of  the  I970  Yearly  Meeting  be  “Friends 
in  a Revolutionary  World”  with  committees 
speaking  to  that  concern  during  plenary  sess- 
ions. Friends  anticipated  that  a theme,  perhaps 
now  unforeseen,  may  emerge  during  the  Yearly 
Meeting  sessions  and  suggested  that  Peace 
Committee,  Social  Order  Committee  and  rep- 
resentatives to  different  Friends  organizations 
be  responsible  for  a session  of  the  YM  to 
discuss  the  interrelatedness  of  our  problems 
and  concerns.  The  Peace  Committee  distri- 
buted their  recommendations  concerning  re- 
organization of  the  structure  and  function  of 
the  committee  . Executive  Committee  agreed 
that  the  membership  of  the  Peace  Committee 
be  made  up  of  a chairman,  the  peace  committee 
chairman  or  a representative  from  each  regional 
meeting  and  three  members  at  large,  serving 
for  three  years,  with  staggered  terms.  Exec- 
utive Committee  also  approved  the  plans 
outlined  in  the  Peace  Committee  report  except 
that  the  cost  be  totally  born  by  the  YM.  The 
Peace  Committee  will  appoint  the  correspon- 
dent and  editor  of  the  Manual. 


Friend  in  the  Orient  Committee  hopes  that 
Steve  Thomas  will  be  back  in  time  for  Yearly 
Meeting  and  that  he  be  given  the  opportunity 
to  report.  Ben  and  Madge  Seaver’s  plan  to  go 
to  Hong  Kong  is  firmed  up.  The  committee  has 
sufficient  funds  to  finance  the  Seaver’s  trans- 
portation costs  at  this  time  but  will  need 
further  contributions  to  provide  for  living 
expenses.  Steve  Thomas  has  sent  a report  on 
Taiwan  which  is  to  be  published  later. 


Arrangements  Committee  reported  that  St. 
Mary’s  College  has  changed  its  fee  basis  to 
$9,000  for  use  of  the  campus— about  a 22  per 
cent  increase  over  last  time.  However,  there  is 
some  increase  in  facilities,  which  would  allow 
some  increase  in  attendance.  We  were  reminded 
that  all  costs  including  salaries  of  Yearly 
Meeting  employees  should  be  covered  by  the 
fees  charged  those  attending  YM.  Executive 
Committee  encouraged  the  registrar  to  enforce 
the  cutoff  for  registration,  both  with  respect 
to  the  date  itself  and  to  the  limitations  of 
space  and  accommodation,  and  recognized 
that  there  can  be  no  provision  for  unregistered 
guests. 
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Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee  reported 
that  the  organization  of  Worship-Fellowship 
Groups  will  be  the  same  as  last  year.  They 
suggested  that  members  of  Worship-Fellowship 
committees  be  from  the  area  where  the  YM  is 
to  be  held.  Executive  Committee  asked  Nom- 
inating Committee  to  be  guided  accordingly. 
M&O  asked  that  a Junior  Friends  lounge  be 
made  available  and  that  the  YM  maintain  an 
operations  office  from  6 a.m.  to  6 p.m.  at  YM. 
Executive  Committee  approved  these  recomm- 
endations provided  the  Arrangements  Comm- 
ittee can  implement  them. 

The  junior  Yearly  Meeting  enumerated  their 
needs  in  terms  of  facilities  and  equipment  at 
YM.  Their  request  was  referred  to  Arrangements 
Committee  with  the  recommendation  that  four 
or  five  Friends  be  appointed  who  would  assume 
full  responsibility  for  equipment  provided. 

Social  Order  Committee:  The  committee  is 
making  headway  on  suggestions  for  restruc- 
turing the  committee.  A final  recommendation 
will  be  made  at  Representative  Committee, 
the  committee  plans  to  meet  in  April  to  pre- 
pare recommendations  concerning  the  National 
Conference  of  Friends  on  Race  Relations  for 
the  consideration  of  Monthly  Meetings. 

Agenda  Review  Committee:  Lois  Barton  wi  II 
be  convenor  of  this  committee,  to  which  Harold 
Carsons  and  Esther  Richards  were  appointed 
by  Executive  Committee,  junior  Friends  are 
expected  to  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  this 
committee  also. 

National  Conference  of  Friends  is  to  meet 
in  St.  Louis  the  first  week  in  October  to  bring 
Friends  from  many  different  Yearly  Meetings 
to  study  “Quakerism  and  its  Growth  and  Its 
Relevance  to  Today.”  Executive  Committee 
agreed  to  accept  an  invitation  to  send  repre- 
sentatives and  asked  Ed  Sanders,  jamie  New- 
ton and  Lois  Barton  to  attend.  Executive 
Committee  authorized  the  Clerks,  in  consul- 
tation with  the  Nominating  Committee,  to  name 
some  other  Friend  to  attend  if  needed. 

The  Consultative  Committee  on  Organization 

was  established  at  Yearly  Meeting  in  1 969. 
Executive  Committee  asked  Nominating  Comm- 
ittee to  recommend  the  names  of  five  to  seven 
Friends,  including  at  least  two  Young  Friends, 
for  membership  on  the  committee,  bringing 
their  report  to  the  I 970  Representative  Comm- 
ittee. 

Friends  World  Committee  l%  More  Fund: 
Executive  Committee  agreed  to  ask  Friends 
World  Committee  delegates  to  make  recomm- 
endations on  how  this  project  can  be  imple- 
mented and  at  the  same  time  undertake  an 
education  project  with  the  Monthly  Meetings. 
Executive  Committee  asked  the  Treasurer  to 


forward  funds  received  for  this  purpose  to 
FWC,  earmarked  for  an  AFSC  project,  until 
other  recommendations  have  been  received  and 
considered. 

PEACE  COMMITTEE 

(Here  are  some  excerpts  from  the  Minutes  of 
the  PYM  Peace  Committee  reported  to  Executive 
Committee.  The  meeting  took  place  at  Friends 
House  in  Pasadena  on  March  7.) 

The  Peace  and  Service  Projects  Manual  has 

not  yet  become  the  useful  vehicle  for  communica- 
tions within  the  Yearly  Meeting  which  we  had  hoped 
it  would  be.  Friends  have  not  contributed  to  the 
Manual  and  the  co-chairmen  have  not  found  time  for 
the  correspondence  with  local  meetings  which 
would  be  required  to  develop  the  Manual  as  a 
means  of  sharing  the  experiences  and  insights  of 
Friends  working  on  peace  concerns.  We  found  our 
discussion  of  the  Manual  and  the  committee’s 
structure  coming  together  as  we  examined  the 
proper  functions  of  the  Peace  Committee  ...Reports 
were  heard  on  draft  repeal  work  in  which  Friends 
are  involved  in  Southern  California  and  the  Bay 
Area.  Alan  Strain  will  send  local  meetings  an 
action  bulletin  bringing  them  up  to  date  and  sugg- 
esting ways  Friends  can  work  to  abolish  the  draft... 
the  co-chairmen  will  include  with  the  action 
bulletin  a letter  noting  that  Friends  wishing  to 
bring  peace  concerns  before  PYM  should  convey 
their  concerns  to  the  Peace  Committee.  The  letter 
will  remind  Friends  of  the  importance  of  maturing 
concerns  in  monthly  and  regional  meetings  before 
presenting  them  to  the  Yearly  Meeting. ..The  comm- 
ittee suggested  changes  and  additions  to  sections 
of  the  PYM  Discipline  relating  to  the  peace  tes- 
timony, peace  concerns  and  advices,  and  the 
purposes  of  the  various  peace  committees. ..Jamie 
Newton  reported  on  his  recent  visit  to  Cuba  as  a 
member  of  an  AFSC  mission.  The  committee  looked 
with  favor  on  Jamie’s  proposal  that  PYM  send  one 
or  two  Friends  with  needed  skills  to  Cuba  for  a 
period  of  service,  encouraging  him  to  bring  this 
concern  through  the  Southern  California  Quarter  to 
PYM.  It  was  recognized  that  Friends  should  give 
closer  attention  to  our  neighbors  in  Latin  America, 
so  near  geographically,  but  so  little  understood  by 
most  of  us. ..Increasingly,  in  many  ways,  we  find 
our  values  and  our  ways  of  life  challenged.  How 
do  Friends  react  to  our  continued  affluence  in  a 
world  where  millions  are  starving?  to  armed  rev- 
olutionary struggles  where  unjust  social  and 
economic  conditions  prevail?  to  repression  in  the 
United  States  and  continued  war-making  abroad? 
to  radical  changes  in  sexual  morality  and  the 
rapidly  increasing  use  of  drugs?  to  accelerating 
destruction  of  the  environment?. ..The  Peace  Comm- 
ittee was  moved  by  reports  of  a discussion  series 
at  Orange  Grove  Meeting  devoted  to  the  essays  in 
Break  the  New  Ground  and  will  suggest  this  to 
other  meetings  as  a useful  exercise  — 
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NATIONAL  CONFERENCE  OF  FRIENDS 
ON  RACE  RELATIONS

Deaths 

GARFIELD  COX,  a member  of  the  Claremont 
Friends  Meeting,  died  in  Claremont,  Calif.,  Feb- 
ruary 9,  1970.  Born  in  Fairmount,  Indiana,  in 
1893  and  a lifelong  Friend,  he  attended  Earlham 
College  before  entering  Beloit  where  he  gradu- 
ated summa  cum  laude.  He  took  his  doctorate 
at  the  University  of  Chicago.  During  World 
War  I he  served  with  the  AFSC  in  France.  Almost 
40  years  of  his  active  life  were  spent  in  Chicago 
where  he  shared  in  the  organization  of  57th 
Street  Meeting  and  where,  at  University  of  Chi- 
cago, he  served  with  distinction  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Finance  teaching  money  and  banking, 
and  for  several  years  as  dean  in  the  Graduate 
School  of  Business.  As  both  teacher  and  writer 
he  was  a pioneer  in  developing  the  theory  of 
business  cycles  and  forecasting.  He  is  survived 
by  his  wife  Jeannette  Cox,  three  children  and 
twelve  grandchildren.  Garfield  Cox  was  gentle 
and  wise,  scholarly  without  pretention,  of  immense 
value  to  the  Claremont  Friends  Meeting  where 
he  was  deeply  respected  and  admired  for  the 
quality  of  his  life  — its  modesty,  its  grace  and 
its  integrity. 

BETSY  HORVATH,  a member  of  College  Park 
Association  of  Friends,  died  recently  in  a truck 
accident  in  Missouri,  where  she  was  visiting  at 
the  home  of  the  parents  of  her  boy  friend,  who 
was  killed  in  the  same  accident.  She  had  been 
clerk  of  Young  Friends  of  College  Park  Quarterly 
Meeting  and  was  to  have  represented  the  quarter 
as  an  interne  in  legislation  in  Washington,  D.C. 
after  her  high  school  graduation  this  winter. 
Friends  of  Betsy’s  are  working  to  extend  a pro- 
gram of  tutoring  Mexican-American  children,  in 
which  she  was  active,  to  include  summertime  out- 
ings for  these  ghetto  children  in  the  nearby  Ben 
Lomond  AFSC  redwood  area  Conference  Grounds. 
“Though  only  seventeen,  her  presence  among  us 
has  long  been  appreciated  as  a rich  spiritual 
asset.  She  became  a member  on  her  own  in  her 
early  teens,”  writes  Elizabeth  Israel,  clerk. 

LOUISE  McIntyre  of  Reno  Meeting  died  on 
January  22  after  a long  illness.  A native  Cali- 
fornian, Louise  spent  many  years  and  great 
amounts  of  energy  in  such  places  as  Maine: 
Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico;  Santa  Rosa,  California, 
and  Reno  and  Fallon,  Nevada.  She  was  born  in 
Alameda  February  28,  1915,  and  attended  schools 
in  California.  Her  interests  in  things  Quaker  were 
as  boundless  as  her  energy,  which  she  gave  freely 
to  all  in  need.  To  those  familiar  with  her  faith 
in  the  continuity  of  the  Spirit,  death  will  not 
seem  an  appropriate  word  to  use  in  sj^eaking  of 


her  departure  from  our  midst.  Wherever  Louise 
made  her  home,  she  unerringly  found  unmet  com- 
munity needs  and  set  about  to  find  ways  to  ful- 
fill them.  Each  of  us  is  diminished  by  the  loss 
of  Louise  from  our  midst,  but  we  are  not  dimin- 
ished as  greatly  as  we  have  been  increased  by 
knowing  this  rare  and  beautiful  person.  To  have 
come  in  contact  with  Louise,  however  long  or 
short,  is  to  have  been  influenced  and  changed  by 
her  love  and  understanding. 

GERTRUDE  LAING,  sister  of  Marie  Jones  of 
La  Jolla  Monthly  Meeting,  died  January  20.  A 
Meeting  of  Memorial  was  held  on  February  8 in 
Vista. 

DICK  ANDERSON,  member  of  University 
Friends  Meeting,  died  fairly  suddenly  on  Feb- 
ruary 6.  A Memorial  Service  was  held  on  Feb- 
ruary 10,  attended  by  his  whole  family,  includ- 
ing those  from  distant  parts  of  the  country.

A small  family  service  was  held  at  the 
family  home  and  another  at  Hosoi  Mortuary 
on  November  23,  with  Overseers  participating  in 
both  services.  Suga  Ozaki  was  born  Suga  Maki- 
shima  at  Haizuru  in  Kyoto,  Japan,  on  Decem- 
ber 4,  1881.  She  was  active  in  recementing  re- 
lationships between  the  Japanese  and  the  Hono- 
lulu community  following  World  War  II.  She  was 
not  among  the  more  vocal  of  the  members  of 
Honolulu  Meeting,  but  when  she  spoke  it  was 
from  a pureness  and  simplicity  and  strength  of 
faith  so  apparently  a part  of  her  whole  life.
